Dear Sir.—If for a few. moments I

At the annual meeting of the Insti- 
tute held a short time ago a repre- 
sentative aud efficient directorate was 
chosen, of which the president is Mayor 
Short. i ae 

The directorate, wishing to make the 
Institute as useful as possible to the 
members, has appointed a sub-commit- 
tee whose duty it is to provide suit- 
able games such as chess, draughts and 
ping-pong; aad it is the intention also 
to organize a mock parliament and to 
hold debates. ; 

All that the Institute now lacks~ jis 
that generosity of public support which 
will enable it to increase lis circulat- 
ing library and to maintain the reading 
room in au efficient manner. Already 
many of our chief citizens are members; 
but the directorate feel that if others 
kaew of its work and aims, the mem- 
bership might be largely augmented. It 
is worthy of the patronage of ever? 
person who has the welfare of the com- 
munity at heart, and entitled to his 
support for these reasons among oth- 
ers. First, on the score of local pride— 
a public library and reading room are 
essential to every up-to-date town. 
Secondly, because of the opportunity 
offered for mental improvement. The 
Institute maintains a reading room and 
library better equipped than any pri- 
vate individual can hope to own. For 
those, too, who wish to improve them- 
selves in the art of public speaking, 1t 
intends to offer the best of opporiun- 
ities.

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POSTAL SERVICE, 

The report of the posi office depart- 
ment for the year ending June 30th, 
1902, is to hand. A comparative siate-

with pride” io such magnificent evi- 


dence of the purity and capacity of his 
administration. inere is no getting 
away from the iacts. swe cost of post- 
age has been cut aown one-third and 


the revenue mivore iaa= Meets expendi- 
ture; while under the former adminis- 
tration with a postal rate one-third 
higher the deficlt was twenty per cent 
of the revenue. Many reasons may be 
‘brought forward to account fer the dif- 
Yerence, but none of them would be any 


good if it were not for clean, 
capable and economical adminis- 
tration. Under the former  goverar 


ment the posi office expenditure was 
in the hands of the poliiacai machine. 
Contracts were given without regard 
to value or quality of the service. Mail 
contracts aad posi offices were jogked 
upon as the legitimate prey of ihe ard- 
ent and energetic party worker. Un- 
der such circumstances it was no won- 
der that the revenue fell so far short 
of the expenditure. And the fact ihat 
revenue now exceeds expenditure is 1n- 
contestible proof that whatever else 
muy be wrong with the post Office ad- 
miaistration .he public. money is not 
wasted for party or any other  pur- 
poses. This is very satisfactory, and to 
the energetic minister, and to the 
government of which he is a member, 
should be given due credit. 


But there is another side io ihe ques- 
tion. Something that a man of ihe 
positive nature of Hon. ° Sir. William 
Mulock is apt to forget. It would be 
unkind and unfriendly not te lei tum 
and the government knew ihat how- 
ever commendable, clean and economi- 
cal administration is ic is not every- 
thing. For any branch of the public 
service to be valuable it musi be effi- 
cient. It is noi economy to spend 
$100 in providing a service that is novi 
useful, when a few dollars more would 
make it thoroughly useful. Neither is 
is it economy to refuse needed services 
op the mere ground that they 
money. The Bulletin takes ihe liberiy 
to say that in so far as the view, ofthe 
postmaster general is that his depart- 
ment should be run so thai value 
sould be given directly and indirect- 
ly for every cent expended it is abso- 
lutely right. Buc when he takes the 
view that ithe merits of his administra- 
tion lies in making the post office de- 
partment pay iis way he is absolutely 
wrong. The policy based upon that 
view is mistaken and injurious, ani in 
the minds of the people to whom it is 
applied overcomes a]! the merit of ihe 
economical features in which ihe posi- 
master general takes so much pride. 
‘be Bulletin takes the liberty to re- 
mind the postmasier genera} thai the 
direct returns from the carriage of 
mails is the smallest of the considera- 
tious wich cause tbe service to be 
rendered. A posta! service is insti- 
tuted because of ibe benefit (hat it will] 
be to general trade, noi for the sake of 
the revenue expected. And when he 
granis or witholds postal accommoda- 
tion on the mere ground of insufficieni 
revenue he is using the wrong meas- 
ure.

Of course il is necessary that many 
applications for mail service must be 
refused. No means can be provided 
whereby every one can get everything 
lie asks. But the refusal should be on 
the ground of lesser need rather ihan 
On that of lesser revenue. 


Owing to increase of population ihe 
Northwest suffers more than any oth- 
er pirt of the Dominion from ‘ihe ecor 
nomical feature of the department's 
policy, and as population is increasing 
more rapidly in Albert», than in any 
other part of the Territories the Pinch 
is felt most severely here. Within the 
past year or two there has been avery 
considerable increase in the number of 
post offices and services in Alberta, 
it has not by any means kept pace with 
the actnal increase of people. It is noi 
economy to keep large numbers of 
new setilers without the convenience 
of a post office one minute longer than 
circumstances compel. There is noth- 
ing which the new settler appreciates 
more than a good postal service, and 
none the lack of which will sooner 
make him dissatisfied with his choice. 
As already said it would be impossible 
and improper to grant every applica- 
tion made. But the department has 
a staff of trusted officials whose busi- 
ness it is to decide on the merits of 
each application. This article is not 


written to complain that appucations TRANSIENT ADVERTISEMENTS. 


have been refused, but that in many 
cases thev have simply not been acted 
on, no reisezs veins civen: and in oth- 


er cases have peen refu:d for reasons 
that were not good. The Alberta lib- 
eral association which met in Septem> 
ber last in Calgary, while commending 
the government and endorsing its pol- 
icy felt called upon to draw attention 
to the attitude of the post office der 
partment towards requirements 
of the mail service. This would not 
have been done’had the occasion not ex- 
isted. A few instances may be men- 
tioned. 

Some years ago, and at various 
times, a number of post offices were es- 
tablished in the Beaver lake and !Ver- 
milion river district and were given a 
fortnightly mail. The names of the of- 
fices are; Ross Creek, Logan, Tofield, 
Northern, Beaver lake, and Vegreville. 
These offices are served by, a mail route 
which starts from Fort Saskatchewan. 
During the past two seasons the dis- 
trict served by these offices and the 
country beyond them to the eastward 
has received a greater influx of new 
settlers than any other equal area in 
Manitoba or the Northwest. Couse- 
quently there has arisen a demand (for 
a more frequent, that is for a weekly, 
mail service. So far every effort to se- 
sure the increased service has been un- 
availing although kept up persisient- 
ly for two years. The reply of the 
postmaster general is that the rev- 
enue received from these offices does 
not justify the greater expenditure 
necessary to give them a weekly mail. 
In the first place that is not a suff- 
cient reason in ltself for refusing the 
increased service. And in the nex 
place the fact that the service is only 
fortnightly is the chief cause of the 
small revenue. The greater part of 
the letters sent and received pass by 
hand direct to and from Fort Saskat- 
chewan, Kdmonton or Wetaskiwin; 
without waiting for the mail. [f the 
mail were weekly all these ietters 
would go by it and the revenue of the 
offices be correspondingly increased. 
And if letters could be sent and receiv- 
ed once a week many more. would be 
written both ways. A service once in 
two weeks is much the same as no ser- 
vice at all in a setilement of any con- 
sequence withia a hundred mules of the 
railway. 

Another instance is that of the set- 
tlers in township 57-284 and 1-5 
They are chiefly from the United Star 
tes, went in two and three years ago, 
and their numbers are constantly in- 
creasing. They are fifty miles from the 
railway and 12 from the nearest post of- 
fice. They petitioned for 2 posi office 
over a year ago. Never got one, and 
so far as heard from don’t yet know 
why. This is only one out of many 
cases in the new settlements, and is the 
one and practically the only kick ihe 
new settlers have against the present 
administration of affairs in the West. 

The lack of mails into the far north 
is a sore subject with business people 
here. The trade of the vast Macken- 
zie river basin centres at Edmonton, 
That trade amounis to not less than 
half a million to a million a year. It 
divides naturally into two parts, the 


Peace river and the Mackenzie. The 
former northwest and the latter due 
north of Edmonton. To Peace river 


from Athabasca Landing the distance 
is 500 miles and to the furthest post on 
the Mackenzie nearly 2,000. Last win- 
ter three mails were sent to Peace 


river and none te the Mackenzie. This 


Winter three mails will go to "Peace 
River Crossing and two to Chipewyan 
some 500 miles from the Landing io- 


wercas the Mackenzie. This is as iar | 


as <be post office department has ever 
Sene 2 mail in either direction, al- 
though at Vermilion on Peace river, 
200 miles from the Crossing there 1s an 
important farming and trading setile- 
ment which has a 50 barrel ‘roller pro- 
cess flour mill, but no mail; North of 
Chipewyan trade io the amount of sev- 
eral hundreds of thousands of. dollars 
is done annually, four steamboats are 
employed in the summer, aud yet ihe 
post office department does not give a 
mail. The Hudson’s Bay Company car- 
ries One winter mail throughout that 
vast territory for its own \ibusiness 
purposes. But the governmejii of Can- 
ada as represented by the post office 
department cannoi afford te give the 
public a like service. Of cemrse the 
Service’ would not pay for itself,—in 
stamps. But it would pay tor itself 
many times over in facility of trade, 
which is the first purpose of a mail 
Ser vice. 

The failure to provice aucy uate mail 
accommodation for the nevys~ settle- 
ments and for the agorihern trade 
stands without excuse agains t the post- 
master general and no accuracy of 
balance between revenue and expendi- 
ture wili compensate the co untry for 
the disadvantage to and loss of busi- 
hess which that lack of ade Quate ser- 
Vice occasions,

C. A. Laurier, Canadian government 
immigration agent at Marquette, 
Michigan, U. & A., arrived last night 
to look over the Edmonton district 
with a view to sending up settlers next; 
year if the country offered suitable in- 
ducements. Mr. Laurier is a half- 
brother of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, premier 
of Canada. He comes here as a dele- 
gate of Michigan people and 1s accom- 
panied by three other delegates, Phil. 
Grandin, Seney, Mich; R, Sumons, 
Champion, Mich.; and J. Raynolds, 
Celumet, Michi 

The party will spend a tew. days driv; 
ing over the surrounding country and 
gathering all the information they can 
regarding our resources and prospects. 
Mr. Laurier states that tha majority 
of the people he represents are miners 
and lumbermen, who wish to remove to 

a farming country. They had heard so 
much regarding Alberta tuat Defore 
deciding where to settle they. wished to 
learn more of our country. He had re- 
ceived a copy of the immigration 
pamphlet published lasi winter by the

Threshing Returns in 
Moose Jaw District 

Times; Alex. Thompson, of South 
Mooze Jaw, two miles from town, com- 
pleted threshing some days ago and 
reports very satisfactory results. <A 
sixty acre field of summer fallow aver- 
aged 47 bushels per acre and on a 340 
acres field of stubble along side of it, 
the yield was 11,600 bushels, or an 
average of over 33 bushels per acre, 
Degether he had over 14,000 bushels of 
wheat. Having fed a good deal of oats 
from the sheaf he could not give accur- 
ate returns, but he threshed 2,760 bush- 
els. 

Jas .Rouatt, of ihe Clinton seitle- 
ment, hed over 5,100 bushels of wheat 
off 170 acres, an average of 30 bushels. 
Six acres of oats on siwbble averaged 
28 bushels per acre. This breaks the 
record for the district, ihe highest pre- 
vious average reported being that of 
Jas. P. Fowler, of the same settlement, 
who had an average of 120 bushels iast 
year. 

James M. Keay, éf South Moose Jaw, 
was among the first tio complete 
threshing and had over 10,000 bushels 
off 306 acres in crop. His summer fal- 
low wheat was shelled badly, yet it 
averaged 35 bushels per acre and his 
average wheat yield was about 30 bush- 
els. Oats and barley also yielded well. 

Robt. Green, of Boharm, had an aver- 
age oi 35 bushels off summerfallow and 


25 off stubbie. His oats were not > 
heavy crop. 
pe a as ele

A seven-year-old girl, the darling of 
the household; a drug bill, including 
Item, Anti-toxin $290; a month’s time 
lost by the head of ihe housebold; —in 
all, with doctor bills, atc., a cash cost 
of perhaps $1,000 or $1,200. Leaving 
aside entirely the loss of life, the diph- 
theria outbreak this year has, we ven- 
ture to say, cost Regina more than ihe 
totai amount of the year’s tax roll, a 
cost and a loss which reasonable care 
apd the economical application of a 
few dollars upon saitary measures 
would have prevented.

Steamboating in the Far North. 


Free Press. art 
Capt. J .W. Mills, of a 


' Bay Campany’s steamer Wrigley on | 
the Mackenzie river, is in the city) with 


his wife and three children for the 
first time in ten years. Thelr home 
is at Fort Simpson at the junction pf 
the Liard and Mackenzie rivers, where 
Mr. Camseli. Mrs. Mills’ father, now of 
Winnipeg, was formerly the Hudson’s 
Bay Company officar m charge. 

Capt. Mills comes from the country 
of magnificent distances. His princi- 
pal route in summer is a round trip 
of 2,600 miles, from Fort Smith on 
Great Slave river to Fort Macpherson 
on the Peel river, withia the Arctic 
Circle, 1,300 miles and back. From the 
starting point mentioned the steamer 
makes a run of 200 miles to Great 
Slave lake; then down through the 
lake; thence 250 miles inta the Arctic 
Circle, 19 miles below Good hHope; 
thence 250 miles to the junction of the 
Peel and Mackenzie rivers; and fin- 
ally, 30 miles up the Peel river to 
Fort Macpherson. f \/ 

The steamer Wrigley, which is a 
propeller drawing six feet of water, 
carries the Hudson’s Bay Company's 
goods to supply the various forts, and 
brings back the furs for which the 
merchandise is traded, She has a crew 
of eleven, including besides the cep- 
tain, two pilots, iwo engineers, two 
firemen, two deck hands, a clerk and 
a cook, Passengers are not numerous. 
Now and then a toyrist goes north ta 
see the midnight suy; and dyring the 
earler period of the Klondike excite- 
ment many gold hunters tried to 
reach the Yukon by that route, but, in 
most cages, without success. 

The steamer Wrigley winters in the 
moyth of the Willow river, hich runs 
into the Mackenzie from the agorth 
side; and hence affords safety in the 
spring, as the rivers from the south 
become flooded first in the spring. 
The steamer runs 640 miles down to 
Fort Good Hope, and then returns to 
Fort Smith ait the foot of the Smith 
Rapids, from; which she begins her 1,300 
mile trip to the yprthern posis: She 
leaves her winter quarters June l,and 
goes ijn again the last cf Sept. After 
returning from her long trip she makes 
shorter trips to Fort Simpson. one 
of these taking in Fort Rae, the most 
northern post on Great Slave lake, 

The Wrigley was built in the winter 
of 1896-97 to replace the old steamer 
which was put on the route in 1886. 
Capt. Smith spent five seasons on each 
of these boats. The route extends 
from 60 degrees north latitgde to €7. 
The terminus is Fort Macpherson. 

As to cold weather at Fort Simpson, 
Capt. Mills does not think the cold 
much more intense there thap in Win- 
nipeg. There were twa occasions last 
winter when 64 below was reached, 
bui this lasied for only,ashort time. 
The summer seasons are warm, and 
usually mosquitoes are plentiful, but 
for the last two years these have noi 
been very troublesome. During the 
past synymer there was not much rain, 
and he heard thunder only twice. 
During his 44 days of canoeing on the 
way out there were only two showers 
of rain. it 

Garden vegetables, cucumbers, cel- 
ery, vegetable marrow, pumpkins, etc., 
Capt. Mills says are successfully 
raised at Fort Simpson. Wheat has 
not been a success; oats have been 
grown, and barley is ripened every 
year. on 

Captain Mills shot iwo mopse and iw 
bears from the boat, and saw quite a 


number more. He says the moose are | 


not afraid of the steamer, but they run 
at the first glimpse of a canoe. 

No stories of wealth in minerals 
could be elicited from the captain. He 
mentioned the finding of small quanti- 
ties of gold at Fort Simpson and else- 
where, byt did not hold out any hope 
of great finds of wealth 
The captain will return north in Feb- 
ruary, using snowshoes instead of can- 
oes after leaving the railway, This 
mode of travelling will thave to be 
used for nearly a thousand miles. Mrs, 
Mills will probably remain until pavi- 
lation opems, so thai she can take the 
Hudson’s Bay boats in May.
